Great Waves Heaviest

LONDON, Aug. 15.—The heaviest bombers of the

hundieds strong into the heart of England la^e today, 
pounding at the roots of Britain's air and military pow- 
er from the northern Tyneside to southern Downs. 


Guns and planes took a mounting toll of the invad- 


ers, reckless in their strength. 


(German bulletins said the invading bombers had 


penetrated even to the Tilbury docks, teeming industrial 
beehive just down the Thames from London—15 miles 
from the city itself.

Nazi Warplanes Lashed

Uncomplicated by theologi- 
cal conditions, It states, with the 
beautiful clarity of a shepherd on 
Judea's hills, the topmost truth of 
God's eternal care.

"The Lord Is my shepherd; I shall 
not want. He maketh me to lie 
down In green pastures: He lead- 
eth me beside the still waters. He 
restoreth my soul: He leadeth me 
In the paths of righteousness for 
His Name's sake. Yea, though I 
walk through the valley of the 
shadow of death, I will fear no 
evil: for Thou art with me; Thy 
rod and Thy staff they comfort 
me.

Our Bible comes mostly from a 
pastoral background, with the fig- 
ure of the shepherd looming large. 
On the deserts of Arabia, in tho 
foothills and valleys of Syria and 
Palestine, the traveller sees sheep 
and shepherds; the latter 
often 


boys or girls. It is easy to recon- 
struct the picture of the boy Dn- 
vld, sitting on the ground amidst 
his pasturing flock, playing his 
home-made reed flute, and think- 
ing the "long, long thoughts" of 
boyhood. These early impressions 
and experiences were later woven 
into his poetry. 


There is nothing in our western 


way with sheep to explain the ori- 
ental shepherd habits. There the 
shepherd leads his sheep, direct- 
ing them by a few words—say, 
aside from the roadway, that a 
vehicle 'may pasa. He knows his 
sheep Individually, and calls them 
by name.

doctors and nurses to give

The chest respirator is 


used only part of the day. 
One recently put into ser- 
vice for a boy at City Hos- 
pital in Cleveland, Ohio, is 
used two or three hours a 
day.

The s m a l l respirator 


comes in three sizes for use 
with patients of any age, 
including infanta. The wear- 
er may recline partly or sit 
up. These respirators are 
useful also in emergencies 
and may be used in ambu- 
lances or on beaches. Not 
intended at all to take the 
place of the iron lung, it 
yet has a great usefulness 
and is a big step forward 
in helping the victims of 
infantile, 
paralysis. Pur-

ernment's newest form of food re- 
lief .the stamp plan. 


Five other Texas cities expect 


to be operating under the

within another month. 
And bas- 


ing his estimate on 74 inquiries at 
hand, James S. Allen, regional ad- 
ministrator for the Surplus Mar- 
keting Administration, at 
Dallas, 


expects at least 10 more 
stamp 


plan areas in Texas within the 
next year. 


If your city or. county 
hasn't 


gone stamp 
plan already, John 


Jones, your corner grocer, may get 
a letter from the government. 


"Dear John," the letter will read 


(or in words to that effect.) "Dear 
John, if you'll follow a few simple 
rules, your Uncle Samuel will send 
you a lot of cash business free of 
charge." 


John, being human, will doubt, 


But being human, he will be Inter- 
ested. 


Under the stamp plan, the gro- 


cer, wholesaler, handler, process- 
or and producer sell more gooda. 


Surplus foods disappear through 


natural business channels. Living 
standards rise. Business conditions 
In general improve. 


That In dramatic essence Is the 


theory behind the 
government's 


food stamp plan, 


Many Cities Adopt Flan. 


On August 1, a little more than 


a year after its start at Rochester, 
N. Y., 115 cities in 
tho 
United 


States had adopted the plan—most 
of them jointly with their county 
relief organizations. Forty-four of 
them were in the 13-stato Southern 
region of which Texas and 
its 


eight stamp plan cities are a part. 


Those 115 stamp plan areas are 


ICES than half the 251 counties in 
Texas alone. Admitting the stamp 
plan has a long way to go before 
supplanting the current method of 
direct distribution, department of 
agriculture 
.officials nevertheless 


prophesy that food stamps are tho 
coming thing for Texas and the 
United States as a whole. 
That's why after spending a 


mere $10,000.000 the first year, they 
are prepared to back the plan with 
$100,000,000 the second year if ex- 
pansion continues. 


Direct relief, which most cities 


ind counties currently use for feed- 
ng their poor, was a result of tho 
depression's paradox: Starvation in 
:he midst of plenty. 


Seeking to aid both producers 


and Indigent consumers at the 
same time, the 
Federal 
Surplus 


Commodities Corporation purchas- 
ed huge quantities of surplus ap- 
ples, oranges, 
potatoes, 
prunes, 


wheat and other products. Propor- 
tionate amounts were shipped to 
state relief organizations for dis- 
tribtlon among county and city 
relief units, 


Reliefers without cash income se- 


cured most of their food at these 
warehouses. Those with some cash 
Income pieced out their meager 
purchases with warehouse supplies. 
Frequently they obtained varied 
staples with a fresh item or two 
on the side. 


Hit and Miss Plan. 


Occasionally, however, they tot- 


ed homo nothing more than a lug 
of tomatoes or a bushel of onions. 
Such a hit-and-miss proposition de- j 
pended more upon area 
surplus 


production than upon appetites or 
dietary needs. 


Under the stamp plan, the gov- 


ernment practically retired 
from 


distribution of food to relief units. 
Through city-county welfare set- 
ups, It supplies reliefers with food 
stamps good for purchases of food 
stuffs In any grocery store agree- 
ing to play ball and at the same 
time sees that the clients have 50 
per cent more purchasing power. 
Private business, therefore, theo- 
retically — and apparently in truth 
—gains new customers, finds many 
old customers with more money 
to spend, and reduces surplus foods 
through traditional merchandising 
methods. 


That is the plan now operating 


in those eight Texas food stamp 
cities and counties, which 
(with 


tho dates on which operation be- 
gan) Include: Wichita Falls and 
Wichita County, Memphis and Hall 
County, both Dec. 1, 1939; Hous- 
ton and Harris county, April 
1, 


1940;

They sound like heavy German 
bombers on their way home. 


At least 2 planes were shot down 


least two planes were shot down 
today as German raiders attacked 
tho English coast for the second 
lime within about two hours. 


The second raid began with the 


drone of heavy Nazi bombers. One 
of the air raid wardens standing 
on the street corner said: 


"There are the pigs." 
Immediately a 
whole defense 


battery cracked Into action, throw- 
Ing up a barrage of 
explosives 


from big guns to the fast-shooting 
little Bofors. They sky was dotted 
with the' bursts of the shells. 


The raiders apparently came in 


several flights because, 
west 
of 


this coast town, I saw a score of 
them in a dog fight with British 
planes, 


They circled and 
dived 
and 


wheeled with roar of engines and 
cannon and the rattle of machine 
guns. Behind tho town, so high 
that the planes barely could be 
seen, another fight was going on. 


Out of this battle a plane sud- 


denly fell. A minute later I saw 
a parachute billow out and drift 
slowly seaward. 
Another 
plane 


went down into tho sea to the 
west. Rescue boats darted from 
the shore. 


While the fight was going on 


you could hear the loud crump- 
crump of bombs In back of the 
town The lights In the hallways 
of the hotel on the sea front were 
suddenly extinguished. 


Several watchers said they saw 


a second parachute float down in. 
the west. 
Earlier in the morning, German 


fighting planes tested the strength 
of British 
fighter 
patrols—then 


turned back across the channel. 
Spectacular Dog Fight 


Thirty minutes later a new wave, 


flying at about 10,000 feet, engaged 
a patrol of RAF Hurricanes in a 
spectacular dogfight 
high 
over 


where I stood. 
I saw three planes crash in the 


country behind me. One 
was a 


Messerschmltt 109 Three 
pilots 


bailed out and came floating down 
through the cloudless sky. 


While this dogfight was raging, 


five waves of Nazi bombers began 
swarming across the coast, headed 
east ,at intervals of two minutes. 


Half an hour later one wave 


came back, but nothing was seen 
of the other four, which cither 
suffered heavy casualties or took 
different route home. 


An Associated Press correspond- 


ent at a town southwest of here 
telephoned this account of a fight 
there: 


"About 30 planes camo over and 


bumped into a strong force of 
RAF Spitfire and Hurricanes. Tho 
fiercest fight this town has soon 
thus far broke out when the two 
forces met. 
"Planes were falling out of the 
cy. Some went down In flames. 
"'Cannon shells, shrapnel 
and 


machine-gun 
bullets 
spattered 


around us as the planes roared 
over tho roofs. The battle lasted 
more than half an hour. 
Lost Five Bombers 


"The Germans lost at least five 


bombers In the battle—four In tho 
sea, one on land" (These may have 
been some of the planes I saw fall- 
ing to the west.) 


The first 12 bombers camo In 


from the channel In a line astern, 
about 7,000 feet high in the hazy

HUBAM CLOVER LOOKS 
LIKE THE MONEY FOR 
TEXAS STOCK FARMER 


COLLEGE 
STATION,

15.—(Spl,)—Hubam clover "looks 
like the money." 


Many county agricultural agents 


are reporting that farmers who 
have tried the legume, arc well 
satisfied and that the acreage will 
be increasing this fall and next 
spring. 
Here's what E. A. Miller, agron- 


omist of tho Texas A. and M. Ex- 
tension Service has to report on 
hubam clover: It is well adapted 
to the entire blackland area of 
North, Central, and South Texas, 
and the "Gulf Coast prairie. 


Hubam clover which is the an- 


nual white blooming sweet clover, 
grows well on soils that have con- 
siderable lime, but will not do well 
on acid or sour land unless It is 


limed. The clover is planted In the 
fall In tbe southern half of the 
state, but in North Texas It Is 
safer to seed it in the spring on 
account of danger of winter-kill- 
ing. A good way to plant it la in 
rows 18 inches to 3 feet apart at 
the rate of 6 to 8 pounds of seed 
per acre. It should be planted shal- 
low on a firm seed bed. 
It is a fine soil-building crop as 


L 
it gathers nitrogen from the air 
and the roots penetrate deep Into 
the soil. The clover makes con- 
siderable tonnage for grazing and 
to bo turned under as green ma- 
nure. 
Cattle may pass It up at 


first, but will eat It with relish 
when used to it. Because hubam 
makes most of its growth in early 
spring and later summer, It does 
well even In fields infested with 
Johnson grass. Experimental tests 
show that hubam clover is super- 
ior to other winter 
legumes in 


South Texas. While it is also well 
adapted to North Texas, the white 
and yellow biennial sweet clovers 
should not be overlooked In that 
area, as they have the advantage 
of growing two successive seasons
